Arbitration Group to Handle 
All Matters of Dispute With 
Council Sought 

Civic employees of Victoria moved 
today to secure the appointment of 
a special board of arbitration to de¬ 
cide issues of contention between 
the City Council and themselves. 

The actual resolution, drafted at a 
meeting of Civic Employees* Federa¬ 
tion of Oreater Victoria last night, 
for presentation at today s meeting 
of the City Council, follows: 

"Resolved that the City Council be j 
requested to apply to the next ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature for an amend¬ 
ment to the Municipal Act providing 
for the appointment of a board of 
arbitration to consider and settle 
any dispute between the council and 
its employees or any group of em¬ 
ployees: such board of arbitration to 
consist of one member to be ap¬ 
pointed by the council and one mem¬ 
ber to be appointed by the employees 
or group of employees, with the In¬ 
spector of Municipalities, or other 
person to be agreed upon by the two 
appointees, to act as chairman. Such 
board to be set up on demand of the 
council or the employees or group of 
employees, and the decision of the 
board to be final and binding on 
both parties to the dispute." 

SEEK WAGE ACTION 

In a covering letter the federation 
states: 

“The favorable consideration of 
this resolution would be very much 
appreciated by the federation, which 
is anxious for some machinery to be 
provided for the proper legal arbi¬ 
tration of municipal salaries and 
wages similar to the machinery pro¬ 
vided under the Industrial Disputes 
Investigation Act of the Dominion 
for the arbitration of salaries and 
wages of Industrial employees."

Hayashi Refuses to Retreat 
Before Public Opinion After 
Crushing Defeat at Polls

Toklo, May 4.—Premier Senjuro 
Hayashi, who. supported by the 
army, has refused to resign In the 
face of an overwhelming defeat 
of his government at the polls, 
defied the electorate today by re¬ 
fusing "to retreat merely on the 
ground of public opinion." 

He added: "If an official organ like 
an organized political party intro¬ 
duces a vote of non-confidence In 
the Diet then we may consider the 
matter." 

His declarations, In an Interview, 
followed a statement to the Privy 


Council yesterday that he did not in¬ 
tend to dissolve the new Parliament. 

"The government will proceed with 
its reform programme and we do not 
care whether political parties support 
us or not,” said the Premier. "I wish 
to correct prevailing politics, which 
duilng the last sixty or seventy years 
have been twisted by force of foreign 
Ideas, and re-establish constitutional 
politics peculiar to Japan." 

The political parties opposed to 
Hayashi's government won some 400 
of the 466 parliamentary seats up for 
general election last week. 

Vigorous attacks on Hayashi for his 
refusal to leave office continued. 
Masazuml Ando, secretary-general of 
the strong Selyukal Party, called the 
Premier a traitor to constitutional 
government. He demanded the cabi¬ 
net resign immediately In the face of 
what he termed fair and impartial 
, elections.

International’ Bank Says 
Benefits and Problems 
Would Follow

Basel. Switzerland. May 4. — The 
Bank for International Settlements 
has reported that lowering of the 
gold price would help solve problems 
raised by the overproduction of gold, 
but that It would create other diffi¬ 
culties. 

“One can hardly doubt.” said the 
report, “that the lowering of the 
price of gold at the present time 
would aid In solving the grave prob¬ 
lems raised by over-abundant pro¬ 
duction. 

“But difficulties would result for 
the re-valuatton of certain existing 
gold reserves and for the relative 
position of various currencies among 
themselves. (The equilibrium among 
currencies should be modified as llttlo 
as possible). 

“Such a measure also would In¬ 
volve the future risk of currency 
manipulations which would add • 
new element of Instability." 

Concluding, the report said: “It 1* 
also Important for gold producers 
that a search be made for conditions 
which will keep gold as the metal for 
a monetary base, rather than limit 
the search to considerations of Im¬ 
mediate profit.”

Bums Meat Packing Firm 
Not Meeting Inquiry Find¬ 
ings in Vancouver. 

Canadian Press 

Vancouver. May 4.—John Bums, 
president of a packing firm bearing 
his name, today issued a statement 
saying the company could not accept 
recommendations by Judge J. C. Mc¬ 
Intosh designed to settle a strike of 
plant workers here. 

The recommendations, made by 
Judge McIntosh after a lengthy In¬ 
quiry Into conditions that led to the 
strike of 140 Burns workers, provided 
among other things for the rein¬ 
statement of the strikers. 

While saying the company was un¬ 
able to comply with the recommen¬ 
dation at once, President Burns said 
the firm would re-employ as many 
as possible of those who want to re¬ 
turn to work “as rapidly ss business 
conditions will permit.” 

TO MEET COMMITTEES 

The statement continued: 

“We wish It understood we have no 
quarrel with organized labor. We 
recognize the right of our employees 
to enjoy collective bargaining and 
are prepared to meet the committees 
of our employees at any time to dis¬ 
cuss any and all matters pertaining 
to their welfare.” 

Judge McIntosh had recommended 
that 131 of the 140 strikers should be 
re-employed, fifty in April, fifty in 
May and thirty-one in June. He fur- 
thei found that nine of nineteen 
men, whose discharge precipitated 
the strike, should be given a rehear¬ 
ing by company officers. The men 
charged they had been discharged for 
union activity. The company gave 
Inefficiency as a reason. 

IN DIFFICULT POSITION 

Mr. Burns said the continued re¬ 
fusal of strikers to work "placed the 
company In a most difficult position” 
and made it necessary to employ 
other men. 

"We are now asked to re-employ 
these (striking) men. This would 
necessitate discharging an approxi¬ 
mately equal number of those who 
have remained loyal to the company 
during the past four months,” he 
said. “These latter are deserving of 
our first consideration." 

Judge McIntosh’s recommendations 
were accepted by the strikers.

Only Men Craftsmen Now 
Outside Movie Properties 
in Hollywood

Hollywood. Calif., May 4.—The cen¬ 
tral strike committee, without an¬ 
nouncing the reason, called all women 
marchers off the picket lines sur¬ 
rounding Hollywood motion picture 
studios today. 

An official said the decision was 
made “after that trouble last night 
at the Westmore.” 

The House of Westmore. extravagant 
film colony beauty salon, was dam¬ 
aged .the owners said, to the extent 
of $15,000. Three men and a woman 
smashed mirrors, ripped carpets and 
tapestries and smeared creosote over 
the establishment. 

It is owned by the four Westmore 
brothers, all of whom are makeup 
executives in different major studios. 
None has Joined thr makeup artists 
who are on strike. 

The strikers are members of the 
Federated Motion Picture Crafts. 

The International Association of 
Theatrical Stage Employees previously 
had reached an agreement with the 
producers. 

Federation spokesmen today said 
“camera squads” would be posted at 
the studio gates to take pictures of 
members of the other American 
Federation of Labor affiliate passing 
through the F.M.O.C. picket lines. 

Strikers telegraphed William Green, 
AF. of L. president, protesting that 
the I.A.T.S.E. was attempting to sign 
them as members. Charles Lessing, 
federated crafts head, said he was 
asking the Los Angeles Central Labor 
Council to condemn It “as a company 
union, because of Its anti-strike at¬ 
titude.” 

The Screen Actors’ Guild and the 
producers named committees to con¬ 
fer, beginning tomorrow, on the 
guild's demands. The chief one Is 
recognition ns the sole bargaining 
agency for motion picture players. 

Some extras were reported to have 
refused to pass through the picket 
lines, tout the big name players went 
through In numbers. No action will 
be taken on a proposed walkout by the 
guild or an agreement to observe the 
picket lines until Its conference com¬ 
mittee reports to a general meeting 
next Sunday.

The mobilization order was 
contained In a decree Issued at Bur¬ 
gos. 

Heavy firing was reported con¬ 
tinuing along the northern front In 
an official communique released to¬ 
day. The communique further stated 
the advance on Bilbao had been 
temporarily halted to complete the 
mop-up of Basque contingents iso¬ 
lated in the rapid insurgent advance 
of the last three days. 

TOWNS BOMBARDED « 

Reported bombing of the In¬ 
surgent-held city of Zaragoza was 
alleged to have killed twenty persons 
and wounded thirty. Including women 
and children. 

In retaliation, Gen. Gonzalo Que- 
lpo de Llano said last night In his 
regular broadcast he had ordered In¬ 
tense aerial bombardment of the 
city of Jaen, capital of the Andalu- j 
sian province of that name. The j 
general said ten other Insurgent I 
cities had been subjected to Intense 
government air bombing. One of the i 
ten was Cordoba, where bombs were 
reported to have struck an Insane 
asylum, killing many of the Inmates. 

The fronts northwest and north¬ 
east of Madrid were quiet. Intense 
artillery preparation was reported In j 
progress along the entire Andalusian 
front. 

THREE HUNDRED SLAIN 

Madrid, May 4.—Three hundred In¬ 
surgents were blown to death, It was 
reported today, when three houses in 
which they had sought to beat off 
attacking government troops were 
blasted with dynamite. 

The dynamite attack late yester¬ 
day routed Madrid’s besiegers from 
three lines of entrenchments on the 
southwestern edge of the city.

Pte. T. Arbuckle Trying to 
Escape From Home ir> Bel¬ 
fast Killed 


Belfast. May 4.—Private Thomas 
Arbuckle. thirty, a deserter from the 
Royal Irish Fusiliers, was shot by 
police seeking to arrest him at dawn 
today and died two hours later In 
a hospital. 

The soldier, whose regiment Is sta¬ 
tioned at Border Camp In England, 
was In Belfast on Easter leave when 
he decided to desert. Police sur¬ 
rounded his home this morning, but 
Arbuckle escaped by scaling an un¬ 
guarded wall. , 

Police fired five revolver shots as 
he was running away. One of them 
hit him in the thigh. He staggered 
for fifty yards and collapsed. 

His bride of seven months said her 
husband "disliked army life and de¬ 
cided not to go back to his regi- 
menti” 

The shooting caused a sensation in 
Belfast, with relatives and friends 
complaining of the police action. It 
was expected that questions would 
be asked In the Northern Ireland 
Parliament.

Rome, May 4.—The government 1* 
going to give Italian parents 13 to 
38 cents a week for each new baby. 

The scheme Is part of Premier 
Mussolini’s plan to check the decline 
lu Italy’s birthrate. 

The original announcement of the 
baby subsidy said the government's 
contributions would be progressively 
larger as families expanded, but gave 
no figures. Now the amounts have 
been disclosed and married couples 
are calculating. 

If the prospective daddy Is a fac¬ 
tory worker, for Instance, it will work 
out like this: One baby will add 
25 cents to his normal weekly salary, 
two babies 63 cents, three babies 
94 cents and four babies $1.50. 

When he acquires a brood of ten. 
he will be eligible to receive a sup¬ 
plemental wage of $3.75 a week. 

For an average workman that 
would mean an average increase of 
50 per cent over the wages he gets 
for his regular work.

Platform With Refunding 
Proposal

Vancouver, May 4.—Dr. J. Lyle Tel¬ 
ford. leader of the British Columbia 
branch of the Co-operative Common¬ 
wealth Federation, has released the 
provincial election manifesto of hts 
party as drafted Saturday at a party 
council meeting here.

Act Now In Force 


Revision Measure Passed at 
Recent Sessions of Parlia¬ 
ment Is Proclaimed

Ottawa, May 4. — A proclamation 
bringing the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways Capital Revision Act Into opera¬ 
tion as from May 1 was Issued last 
night. The act. passed at the recent 
session of Parliament, provides for 
revision of the capital structure and 
the accounting set-up of the govern¬ 
ment owned railway. 

One of the chief results of the act 
la creation of a securities trust corpo¬ 
ration composed of senior govern¬ 
ment and railway officials which will 
hold certain stocks of the Canadian 
National and Canadian Northein Rail¬ 
way companies which will be turned 
over to It by the government. It is 
also to hold certain government 
being taken out of the railway 
claims against the railway which are 
balance sheet. 

The act was designed to remove 
a duplication of some •1.500.000.000 
between the railway accounts and the 
public accounts of Canada.

I'm positively 
baked all the time. I mean to say. It's most un¬ 
healthy.” His wife agreed. A number of old 
English ladles, who were quietly freezing to death 
under their shawls, nodded their heads. But the 
Scots, male and female, all thought the young 
professor was quite right.

Mr. Goodrldge for thirty years was ! 
postmaster and notary public at I 
Waseca. Saskatchewan. Re came to • 
Canada In 1869 as an adventurous 
youth, twenty-one years old. and was 
In Manitoba when It joined Confed¬ 
eration. 

He was a member of one of the first 
survey parties in Manitoba, and had 
to wait until the first meridian In 
Manitoba was run before the territory 
between Winnipeg and Portage la 
Prairie could be blocked out. While 
surveying, he saw government run¬ 
ners calling for aid In the Fenian 
raids. 

Among the old-timers with whom 
Mr. Goodrldge was acquainted were: 
Dr. J. C. Schultz. Lleutenant- 
Oovemor of Manitoba In 1888, who 
was knighted for his part In sub¬ 
duing the Riel Rebellion, and Capt. 
Kennedy, who headed the expedition 
in search of the Franklin expedition 
north of Hudson Bay. 

When Mr. Goodrldge first knew 
Winnipeg, It was divided Into long, 
narrow lots, each giving the name of 
Its owner to dirt roads which have 
since become the streets of the mod¬ 
ern city.

But No Changes Planned in 
Allowances Or Municipal 
Share 

No changes In unemployment relief 
allowances or In municipal contribu¬ 
tions are anticipated as a result of 
a cut from 1200.000 to $150,000 In 
the federal government’s relief grant 
to British Columbia. 

Hon. George 8. Pearson Minister of 
Labor, said he did not think any 
alterations would be necessary be¬ 
cause the reduction In grant is pretty 
well absorbed by the decrease in re¬ 
lief rolls and consequent lower costs. 

The cut In the federal grant applies 
to the months of April, May and 
June. 

The B.C. relief rolls In March were 
about 12 per cent lower than last 
year. As the Ottawa grant amounts 
to roughly one-third of the relief 
bill In the province, the reduction 
means the federal treasury will Just 
about take the full benefit of the 
lowered relief costs, Mr. Pearson ex¬ 
plained. 

The cost of relief in B.C. runs 
around $600,000 a month. Toward 
this Ottawa makes a flat grant, now 
cut to $150 000 a month. The muni¬ 
cipalities pay 20 per cent of the ooet 
In their respective districts and the 
remainder of the bill Is paid by the 
provincial government. 

Mr. Pearson also said today there 
was sufficient money left In the ap¬ 
propriation for forestry and public 
works camps to keep them open for 
another month at least, and possibly 
longer. A total of $1,500,000 was voted 
for this work on a fifty-fifty cost 
basis between the two governments

Says Miss Craig Sketching 
Its History 

The typewriter opened the doors of 
business to women, Miss Sadie Crais 
told members of the Credit Oranters' j 
Association at their weekly luncheon ' 
in Spencer's dining room thla after¬ 
noon. 

In her talk on the typewriter, Mlt* 
Craig gave an interesting account of 
its history. The first record of a writ¬ 
ing machine of any sort was in 1714, [ 
when a patent was granted to an 
Englishman. In 1784 a crude affair 
was Invented for the blind In France. 
In 1829 the first American patent wa* 
taken out. but all records of thla were 
lost. 

The first typewriter to be sold on 
the open market was manufactured 
by the Remington Firearms Company 
In 1873. In 1896 H. L. and F X. Wag¬ 
ner patented a machine which was lo 
be known as the Underwood and which 
contained the basic principles of the 
Underwood of today. • 

Miss Craig told of the development 
of the touch system of typewriting 
and the advent of speed contests. 
The world's record for typing stood at 
135 words a minute, she said.

In their hands they held bows 
and arrows, clubs and spears.

With wild yells, they 
came rushing to the shore. 8tanley 
shouted to hls men to take up the 
floor boardfc, and use them for 
paddles. y-x

party reached the country called 
Usukuma. It was an upland region, 
rich in food supply. In return for 
cloth and trinkets, the natives gave 
the travelers grain, beans, herbs, 
honey, goat-meat and other things to 
eat. 

After three days of feasting, the 
men went onward. Each day they 
covered an average distance of about 
ten miles. At last they came to the 
shore of Victoria Nyanza, the largest 
lake In Africa. This great body of 
water covers 26,000 square miles. Its 
size Is greater than that of Lake 
Michigan, but it is not so large as 
Lake Superior. 

Stanley wanted to explore the lake, 
so he had hls men put the boat, Lady 
Alice, together. Leaving most of the 
party behind he boarded the little 
vessel with eleven natives as com¬ 
panions.
